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The oiiginatlon and early success of this Hospital as a School 
for Ophthalmic Surgeiy ai*e attributable to a great Surgeon, 
John Cunningham Saunders, who first adapted the operation for 
Cataract to the condition of infancy. It is the earliest, in order of 
time, of the Institutions of this class, now so general throughout 
this £mph*e and in other countries. 



It U deemed right to draw attention to the delay in tubmitting 
children with Cataract to the care of the Surgeon. In 650 cases of 
that description brought to the Hospital, the average age is estimated 
at seven yearst although the condition of early childhood is most 
favourable for the operation. 
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REPORT for 1875. 

The Committee of Management, in presenting their 
Annual Eeport to the Governors of the Eoyal London 
Ophthalmic Hospital, have much pleasure in congratu-^ 
lating them, and its supporters generally, on the con- 
tinued success and the future prospects of the 
Institution. It was not without some anxiety that 
they commenced the past year, as they had then to. 
deplore the decease of that great benefactor to the 
Hospital, the late Benjamin Attwood, Esq., who, 
under the initials of " T. E. C," had for six years 
previously, by his munificent and princely gifts of 
iGl,000 in each year, helped so materially to provide 
a large portion of the income necessary to meet the 
current expenditure. 

The increasing demand for relief to the poor 
suffering from loss of sight, and the urgent necessity 
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of providing it, have determined the Committee 
to make a further addition to the accommoda- 
tion of the Hospital for In-Patients. It has heen 
represented to them that many Patients requiring 
m-door treatment constantly attend at the Hospital, 
and cannot be received, as cases of more imme- 
diate importance requiring operation, daily fill up 
the vacancies. Of these, many are from the 
country, and, being required to attend "weekly or even 
oftener, are unable to do so without obtaining 
lodgings in London at considerable expense, which 
they can ill afford. Others, resident in the metro- 
polis or its suburbs, who could be better treated at the 
Hospital than at their own homes, have also to be 
refused, from want of room often preventing the. 
Medical Staff of the Hospital recommending their 
^ stay, the Beds being required for the more urgent 

cases. It was only, therefore, after a most careful 
consideration of these circumstances that the Com- 
mittee decided upon the addition of a third story, 
capable of providing 30 Beds, and raising the 
number for In-Patients to 100. 

The Architects, Messrs. Landeb & Bedells, sub- 
mitted plans for the enlargement, combined with an 
improvement in the front of the building, which the 
Committee were advised and believed would add to 
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its appearance, and be more in accordance with the 
position of importance it now occupied in a part of 
the City where so many and great improvements 
have lately been made. 

The contract was undertaken by Messrs. Williams 
& Son, of Thornhill Square, Islington, and amounts to 
£2,480. The building, commenced in October last, 
is nearly completed, and will be ready for occupation 
in the course of the spring. 

The Committee of Management have much pleasure 
in submitting herewith the Medical Beport; the 
number of Patients relieved during the year past 
have been 20,677. Of these, 1,382 were In-Patients, 
and 19,846 Out-Patients, whilst the total attendances 
were 96,725, and the operations 2,128. These 
numbers show some slight falling off from those 
of the preceding year, which is entirely owing to the 
works for rebuilding, necessitating the closing some 
of the Wards. This also tended to deter many from 
seeking assistance at the Hospital during the 
last three months of the year. 

The Governors and friends of the Institution will be 
pleased, on reference to the accounts of the Hospital, 
to see that the amount received for Subscriptions has 
been £741. 4s., whilst the Donations have amounted 
to £8,807. Os. 7d. 
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The Committee desire to render their most 
cordial and grateful thanks to all who have so 
kindly assisted them in providing for the require- 
ments of the Charity by their kind gifts^ and they 
would especially render their acknowledgments to the 
following Donors : — Mrs. Ballabd, £50 ; A Well- 
WiSHER,£100 ; H.HuTH, Esq., £21 ; T. Soott, Esq., 
£25. 

The Amount awarded to the Hospital by the 
Distribution Committee of the Metropolitan Hospital 
Sunday Fund was £190. 18s. 4d. The Contribution 
from the Hospital Saturday Collection amounted to 
£180. 7s. 7d., and the Committee are most grateful 
for the aid thus afforded them; 

In providing for the expenditure to be incurred in 
the building, the necessary accompaniments to this 
additional accommodation, and the furnishing the 
new Wards, the Committee made an appeal to the 
Companies of the City of London, the merchants 
and bankers, and the friends of the Hospital gene- 
rally, and they are glad to report that of the £3,000 
to be provided for, they have up to the present 
received about £1,500, including £1,000 from the 
Committee of Management.

The income of the Hospital is only about ^£1,200 per 

annum, the expenditure £4,500, and it is only from 

the voluntary contributions of a generous public that 

they can look for that, support which will enable them 

to assist the poor in their sorest need.

The Koyal London Ophthalmic Hospital shall be Name and 
open daily for the relief of the Poor, of every country and '^ 
denomination^ suffering from disease or injury of the Eye.
